Mr. Goldstein is president 
of District Hotel Supply, Inc., 
the largest hotel and res- 
taurant meat supplier in the 
District of Columbia. 

At the White House today, 
the deputy press secretary, 
Gerald L. Warren, confirmed 
that the order had been re- 
jected. He added: “We are 
shopping elsewhere to fill 
out the normal replenish- 
ment. We are in the same po- 
sition as anyone else. We are 
buying where we can.”
